We have been visiting the schools here for almost a year now and we are finally reaching the end of the 
school year for DESEO. This program has done so much in trying to change and shape the community 
through these kids.

This program creates an amazing change in the life 
of these kids, instilling in them things that their parents were not taught, things that can keep families 
together as well as giving them tools for life.
